Hand—the “twenty years in the coutry and 
speak the, tanguage” man—who “in hia 
-armour-plated years relurns to England and 
poses as an oracle on all’ things pertaining 


)to China, and'perhaps has the temerity to 


siubinit h’s views to the public,in book form, 
Theo we have the Slnologuc, ‘whose jauu- 
diced dutlook is entirely introspective, who. 
cannot see anything that docs not lie under 
his very ‘nose, who can write about the 
domestic life of the people and preach 
homilies: on their virtues, yet. is incap- 
able of. regarding things in no’ equable 
perspective or of making a sane com- 
parison as between conditions existant in 
the.

A’speclme? of cloth made from banana fibre, 
recently extidited at the fairct Chungking, has 
been sect by the British Consul of thit place 
tothe Board of Tridtysrys "Knowledge ;” it fs 
prepared In Chica by uurolliog the stalks of 
the bicana when abont a year old, and s.¢am- 
Ing them over boiling water ont)! quite soft, 
The green outer stin may vow easily be 
stripped off by passing the s’a'k throvgh a 
machine previded with two bu «¢ scrapers, the 
residue then contoining tho fises. The 
material {s next wrapped in a cloth and 
hammered -52 as to separdtc the fibres 
aed expel the molsiure, ond the fibres
